County.Commission accepted a 
bid from Cook Chevrolet for two 
new automobiles for the Sher- 
iff's Department.

The Water and Electric Bo- 
ard voted Tuesday night to 
discontinue payment of the 
$20.00 monthly fee tomembers 
of the board.

Members of the City Council 
cannot legally receive the fee 
under Alabama Law and this 
leaves only two board mem- 
bers, Chairman Charles Hayes 
Ill and Oscar Vaughan, Jr., 
eligible for the monthly fee. 
The matter was brought up 
by Chairman Hayes, who said 
he felt he was donating his time 
when he- accepted the appoint- 
ment and made a donaticn with 
his fee each time anyway. 
Mayor Sawyer acknowledged 
that this vote didn’t affect him 
or the two councilmen serving 
but he felt Hayes and Vaughan 
were entitled to something for 
their tireless efforts. How- 
ever, when the vote was taken, 
the entire board voted to dis- 
pi taeeas the fees as of April 

st. 

The board heard a report 
trom Consulting Engineer Jim- 
my Stewart. He had made a 
study of the electrical distri- 
bution system and explained 
this to the group Tuesday ni- 
ght. The main problem, ac- 
cording to the report is low 
voltage in the Elba system 
and need for an overall plan 
for development of system ex- 
pansions. Estimated cost of 
the improvements would ex- 
ceed $200,000. Things that 
must be done in the near future 
are almost $200,000, accord- 
ing to Stewart. 

The board voted to meter 
all electricity, including street 
lights, pumping stations, etc., 
to better know where all the 
electricity is going. 

Three full power programs 
were approved for all electric 
homes in Elba. One appli- 
cation was turned down with 
the notation that payment had 
been to the builder when the 
home was first constructed. 
However, it was noted that 
in the future no full power 
payments will be made to the 
builder, only to the person 
living in the home, thus eli- 
minating these misunderstand- 
ings and hard feelings. 

A bid for $1500 from Elba 
Tractor Company was low bid 
on repairing a backhoe be- 
longing to the utility board. 
The next highest bid was over 
$2000. 

in an unusual action, the 
boa: 1 voted to pay Kenneth Deal 
and Bill Brazelton for damage 
they incurred due to the fault 
of the board.

Drug Abuse ls 


WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 
By Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Department

This ic the 7th article in a 13 part series. 


Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early ’70’s. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 
done about it. 


AMPHETAMINES- 


Amphetamines, taken in capsule, tablet or injected forms, 
come under the heading of stimulants, and act on the central 
nervous system. Their legitimate medical use for conditions 
such as obesity, fatigue, Parkinsonism, depression, behavior 
problems, etc., became popular in the early 1950's. But people 
soon misused them because they gave a quick “lift” and getting 
a prescription refilled was a fairly simple matter. Today, 
after nationwide bad experience, most doctors refrain from 
prescribing them at all, and getting a prescription refilled 
without another visit to the doctor is virtually impossible. 
Street terminology: “Bennies,” “Pep Pills,” “Peaches,” “Roses,” 
“Hearts,” “Cartwheels,” “Dexies,” “Oranges,” “Football,” etc 

The most misused in the amphetamine category are ben- 
zedrine, dexadrine and methadrine. Analysis of the legal use 
of these drugs shows indications that the fact they were in so. 
many .home medicine chests across the nation contributed ex- 
tensively to their use by youngsters who, watching their parents 
get “high” could not. resist the opportunity to experiment. 
It is for this reason that parental example is now stressed 
Strongly as a means of keeping children from temptation with 
drugs in general. ; 

Amphetamines are used in social surroundings, but there 
are many “lone wolf” users. Some use them in combination 
with other drugs, including alcohol, experimenting with the 
effects achieved from a variety of combinations. Such use has 
been found to be a deadly serious game, as each body may 
react differently to any drug, and the intensity of reaction could 
be fatal, even on the first try. 

Efforts to stop the illicit use of all drugs, on the part of 
government and law enforcement agencies, have cut street 
availability drastically. But, the important fact remains, parents 
armed with awareness and knowledge, are the most important 
participants in the battle to stop drug misuse among children 
and young adults.

I cannot argue that this 
country needs some sort of em- 
ergency legislationto stimulate 
the economy, but the legisla- 
tion passed by the House was 
not a much-touted tax relief 
bill, but really an income re- 
distribution program to take 
the tax dollars of the middle 
class, who pay the most and 
receive the least from gov- 
ernment, and givethese dollars 
to someone else, even those 
who pay no taxes at all. Aside 
from concentrating most of its 
relief in the lower income br- 
ackets, the bill takes an init- 
ial step toward a negative 
income tax. It amounts to gu- 
aranteed minimum income dis- 
guised as tax relief, a concept 
I cannot and will not support. 

Attempts to amend the bill 
reported by the Ways and Means 
Committee to make it more 
equitable, to provide more re- 
lief for the middle income wage 
earner who pays the lion's 
share of the taxes, were de- 
feated. I supported these ef- 
forts, however, particularly the 
Conable Amendment 
would have’ provided a one-shot 
rebate ofd974 taxes on a 
graduated basis. Passage of 
this amendment would have 
had an immediate stimulative 
impact 50 percent greater than 
the committee bill. It would 
have also allowed a maximum 
rebate of $430 per person, twi- 
ce the maximum under the com- 
mittee bill, thus stimulating 
more widespread consumer 
buying particularly of big tic- 
ket items. And, it would not 
be as inflationary, only cost- 
ing $12 billion for individual 
rebates as compared to $16 
billion for the committee bill. 
Furthermore, under Title Il 
of the committee bill 46% of 
the middle income taxpayers 
($106 - $20,000) and almost 
80%, of those over $20,000 re- 
ceive no tax reduction at all. 

If the tax bill weren’t bad 
enough, the House Democratic 
Caucus dictated that the bill 
would be amended with a pro- 
vision to repeal the oil deple- 
tion allowance. First, I be- 
lieve that this question should 
have been taken up separately 
and not as part of an emer- 
gency tax package. This part- 
icular amendment may tie up 
the tax bill for weeks in the 
Senate. 

Second, the depletionallow- 
ance is needed to bring in cap- 
ital for exploratory oil drill- 
ing, 
To do away with it at a time 

-when we are desperately seek- 
ing to expand domestic produc- 
tion is absurd. To get the cap- 
ital needed to drill new wells, 
oil prices will probably be rai- 
sed and production will pro- 
bably not increase as fast as 
is desirable for the U. S. to 
become self-sufficient. 

In short, what’s wrong with 
this tax bill is that the middle 
class working people of this 
country have been stuck again. 
It is they who will pay the cost 
for whatever economic sti- 
mulus finally comes from this 
bill, and it is they who will 
benefit the least.

Just a few weeks ago---on 
February 15, to be exact--I 
had the honor and pleasure 
of taking part in groundbreak- 
ing ceremonies for the Alice- 
ville Lock and Dam of the Ten 
nessee-Tombighbee Waterway 
at Pickensville This is the 
third link to be cast within the 
past three years in the chain 
of locks and dams which are 
to be constructed to create a 
navigable waterway cfretching 
from the Port of Mobile to the 
Canadian Border 

The first big boost for this 
project came five years ago-- 
just one year after I came to 
the United States Senate--when 
Congress. for the first time, 
appropriated $1 million for 
construction start-up of the 
Tennessee-Tombigbee Water- 
way. .The initial project--the 
Gainesville Lock and Dam-- 
got under way just three years 
ago. Then last year work was 
begun on the northernterminus 
of’the Waterway at the Yellow 
Creek Port on the Tennessee 
River. I am pleased that so 
much progress is now being 
made on this project which 
has been the objective of far- 
Sighted men for more years 
than Alabama has been a 
State. 

Development of our Nation's 
great waterways, including 
those in our own State, have 
returned tremendous dividends 
to the nation in the form of 
inexpensive water transporta- 
tion, generation of electric 
power, flood control, adequate 
water supplies for municipal 
and industrial use, fish and 
wildlife programs and recrea- 
tional developments. Iam con- 
vinced that Alabama and mid- 
America will reap great new 
economic growth when the Ten- 
nessee-Tombigbee Waterway 
is completed. It will tie tog- 
ether in one vast inland system 
all of the navigable waterways 
lying between the Allegaheny 
Mountains on the East, the 
Mississippi River onthe West, 
the Great Lakes on the North 
and the Gulf of Mexico on the 
South. 

Barge trains descending 
South to such cities as Mo- 
bile, and New Orleans, carrying 
the products of Midwestern 
farms ‘and ifdustrial centers, 
such as.Minneapolis, Chicago, 
Detroit, St. Louis, Pittsburgh, 


Cincinnati and Louisville will 
be able to take advantage of 
the swift currents of the Mis- 
Sissippi River. Those barge 
trains may, along with other 
traffic, move Northupthe slack 
water route of the Tennessee- 
Tombigbee Waterway carrying 
the products of foreign coun- 
tries, southern farms, forests, 
mines, factories and oil fields. 

This new route will shorten, 
by up to 1,000 miles, the dis- 
tance between Mobile, Birm- 
ingham, and other Alabama 
centers to the vast Midwest, 
cutting freight costs by mill- 
ions of dollars. 

I am convinced that full 
development offour natural re- 
sources, balanced with care 
for the preservation of the en- 
vironment, will mean new and 
better markets for Alabama 
farm products, more and better 
jobs for Alabamians and a str- 
onger, better and more pros- 
perous life for all of our peo- 
ple

VERY SPECIAL DERSON 


This week we're shining our 
spotlight on one of the fine 
gentlemen at the nursing home, 
Mr. John Rushing, Jr., who is ~ 
indeed a Very Special Person! 

“Mr. John” has a severe 
hearing problem, although, he 
wears a hearing aid. When 
I talked with him, he was still 
able to answer my questions 
and share with us some of his 
still-fresh memories ofa long, 
interesting life: Memories 
which I’ll share with you later, 
but, right now, let’s learn 
something of Mr. Rushing’s 
background. 

He was born April 2, 1893, 
in the Zoar Community, in Cof- 
fee County. Mr. Rushing is 
having another birthday in the 
near future, as you can see, 
he will bea very alert and young 
82. 

His parents were Mr. and 
Mrs. William Henry Rushing. 
His mother’s maiden name was 
Johnnie Watson. Both his par- 
ents were born and reared 
in Coffee County. 

Mr. Rushing had two bro- 
thers and two sisters. They 
were Asbury Rushing, Pat 
Rushing, Ruth R. Sutley, and 
Fannie R. McCall. None are 
living today. 

“Mr. John” received his ed- 
ucation at the Ham School, or 
Taylor School. He said folks 
called it both names. 

In December of 1920, Mr. 
Rushing and Miss Jessie Lee 
Taylor were married. She 
was born October 23, 1899, 
in Coffee County. Her parents 
were Bill Taylor and Mandy 
Richburg Taylor. 

r. and Mrs. Rushing were 
an extremely devoted couple. 
They celebrated their 50th 
wedding anniversary in Dec- 
ember, 1970. Mrs. Rushing 
passed away in October of 1973. 
Until Mrs. Rushing’s death and 
Mr. Rushing went to Ft. Wal- 
ton Beach for approximately 
six months, they were happy in 
their comfortable, home which 
is located on the cut-off road 
between the Opp highway and 
Taylor Mill Road. 
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Mr. Rushing is the proud 
father of five children. They 
are Mary Rushing Argo, who 
makes her home in Prattville, 
has three children, and is em- 
ployed at Maxwell AFB; John 
W. Rushing, who is married 
to the late Mr. Coot Rhodes’ 
step-daughter, Juanita Dor- 
rough, lives in Ft. Walton Be- 
ach, has two children and is 
employed at Eglin AFB; Mer- 
cer D. Rushing, who also re- 
sides in Ft. Walton Beach, has 
four children, and is also em- 
ployed at Eglin AFB; Betty 
Rushing Rogers, a homemaker 
living in Ozark and has two 
children; and Dykes T. Rush- 
ing of Elba, who is married 
to the former Linda Spurlin 
of Elba, has three childrenand 
is an employee of the State 
Highway Department. Mr. 
Rushing has 14 grandchildren 
and one great-grandchild. 

Mr. Rushing is a Baptist 
and belongs to the Westside 
Baptist Church. 

When asked if he liked the 
nursing home, he quickly and 
enthusiastically replied, “Oh, 
yes! This is my home. I 
came here from Ft. Walton 
and | like it.” Mr. Rushing 
came to the nursing home in 
May of 1974, from a private 
convalescent home in Ft. Wal- 
ton. His doctor is Dr. Coop- 
er. 

“Mr. John’s” favorite times 
of the year are spring and 
summer. About his favorite 
food, he said, “I just like most 
anything to eat.” 

His hobbies were, “Working 
in’ my yard, hunting, and 
fishing.” When asked what he 
hunted, he replied, “Birds, 
coons, rabbits, and squirrels. 
We had this old “slow hound” 
and we'd take him.” His dau- 
ghter-in-law, Mrs. Dykes 
Rushing, said, “I’ve heard 
Mrs. Rushing say he would go 
Squirrel hunting in the evening 
after working on the farm all 
day and however many times 
she heard the rifle shot, she 
knew how many squirrels he 
would bring home.” He said 
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most of the time he went fish- 
ing for catfish. 

Mr. Rushing was a farmer 
in his younger days and he said 
he grew “cotton and corn, not 
too many peanuts, just enough 
to feed the hogs,” on his farm. 
When asked if he’d ever pick- 
ed cotton, he laughed and said, 
“I won't ever forget it!” And 
he added, “We weren’t paid 
very much, either!” At one 
time he also owned a shoe 
repair shop for four years. 

Mr. Rushing was in the 
army in World War I. He went 
to France and sawactiononthe 
front lines. He said, “On Arm- 
istice Day, 1 was on the front 
that day. It was signed the 
llth month, 1lith day, on the 
llth hour. I went in on May 
28, 1918, and served with no 
training, and served til the war 
was over. I went to France 
by ship through England. It 
didn’t make any difference wh- 
ere you were (when asked 
where in France he was), you 
just went there to fight! We'd 
go a day or two without any- 
thing to eat, and then they’d 
give us beef stew. I think 
folks ought to come to some 
agreement besides war!” 

“Mr. John” said he remem- 
bered, “My granddaddy got his 
arm shot off in the Civil War.” 

When asked about his mem- 
ory or opinion of various 
presidents of the United Stat- 
es, about Herbert Hoover, he 
said, “If he suited others, he 
suited me.” ind, he said, 
“Woodrow Wilson was a pretty 
good president.” Mr. Rushing 
has always been a conscienti- 
ous voter anu even voles now: 
He voted in the last election. 

Another interesting mem- 
ory of “Mr. John’s,” “Iremem- 
ber when there were only two 
general merchandise stores in 
Elba--Henry Morris’ and 
Drayden Smith’s. Mr. Morris’ 
was located close to the court- 
house coming into Elba from 
the Pea River bridge and Mr. 
Smith’s was in Newtown (on 
Plant Avenue). This was way 
back when the roadhands were 
building the railroad.” 

I really enjoyed meeting and 
visiting Mr. John Rushing, and 
I hope you receive as much 
joy and pleasure from the visit 
as I did. He is really a re- 
markable man, who has lived 
a remarkable life, and we thank 
him for a most interesting 
visit!

Reward To Policeman? 


Arsonists set fire to a large 


warehouse one night, and. the 
owners offered a $10,000 reward 
for catching the culprits. A few 
days later, an alert policeman 
picked up the guilty pair in a bar. 

In this situation, was the police- 
man entitled to the $10,000? He 
insisted that he was, but a court 
ruled against him. The court said 
he could not’collect a reward for 
doing what the city was already 
paying him to do: capture crim- 
inals. , 

This is the rule in most circum- 
Stances, that a policeman (or other 
public employee) cannot demand 
a reward for merely doing his 
job 

Otherwise, explained one judge, 
“whenever a crime was committed, 
instead of speedy efforts for the 
arrest of the offender, there would 
be a holding back in the hope that 
a reward would be offered.” 

On the other hand, an officer 
usually can collect the reward if 
what he did was outside the scope 
of his duties. For example: 

4 deputy sheriff, on vacation in 
a neighboring county, had occa- 
sion to help in the capture of a 
bank robber. Learning that the 
bank had offered a reward, he de- 
cided to put in a claim for it 

This time, the court ruled in his 
favor. The court said that, having 
acied strictly on his own, he had 
as much right to the reward as any 
other deserving citizen 

One famous case involved a 
hotel fire so fierce that firemen 
gave up their efforts to get into the 
building. Suddenly an anguished 
onlooker cried 

“I will give $5,000 to anyone 
who will bring out my wife!”

SMOOTH-TOP KITCHEN 
RANGES 

Several homemakers have 
inquired recently about smoo- 
th-top ranges. Perhaps you'll 
be interested in this informa- 
tion, also 

The new smooth-top kitchen 
ranges can serve two purposes 
Since their glass, ceramic sur- 
faces have no visible burners 
They can be used as a cook- 
ing unit or a countertop. But, 
these new ranges need special 
care when cooking and clean- 
ing. So, buyers should study 
the range carefully before buy- 
ing 

Learn what kind of cook- 
ware is required. Some models 
need special ceramic cook- 
ware, ground and polished and 
perfectly flat to capture heat 
Other models that have higher 
temperatures require onlyor- 
dinary cookware that is rea- 
sonably flat on the bottom and 
will stay flat when hot 

Smooth-top ranges come 
only in white and will stain if 
Spills aren't wiped up immed- 
iately. You should use a spec- 
ial cleaner conditioner often 
that leaves a protective sili- 
cone coating to lessen stains 
and scratches 

Under normal usage, sm- 
ooth-top ranges resist scrat- 
ching. But, never use abras- 
ive scouring pads and cleaning 
powder to clean them

When buying used furniture 
always look below the surface 
Check the framework to see 
if the piece is well construc- 
ted 

To check the quality of a 
chest, for instance, take out one 
or two of the drawers and 
look at the inside corners of 
the chest frame. A good frame 
won't give or creak when you 
push against it. Drawers sh- 
ould pull out smoothly and eas- 
ily. Handles should be smooth 
and easy to grasp. And draw- 
er pulls should be fastened with 
screws or bolts that go all the 
way through the front of the 
drawer. 

Also look carefully at the 
legs of furniture, especially if 
they are small. Tables should 
be rigid and well-balanced 
Turn small tables and chairs 
upside down to see how the legs 
are attached. Wood or metal 
braces where the legs are fas 
tened on make the furniture 
stronger 


Keep in mind that big re- 
pairs can make a used piece 
of furniture too expensive un- 
less you can make them your- 
self Good quality furniture

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“IMPROVED WOODLAND” 
Some Coffee County farm 
ers are considering improving 
their woodlands and planting 
marginal land to trees. Jerry 
Grooms is planning to plant 
several fields to pine trees on 
his farm in the Wilkinstown 
Community, Mr. Grooms also 
has some: woodland that needs 
improving. This could bedone 
by clear-cutting and replanting 
or by cutting out the undesir- 
able trees and spot planting 
to improve the stand. Decid- 
ing on the best method of im- 
proving woodlands is one of 
the hardest decisions some 
landowners face. Most agric- 
ultural agencies within the 
county have personnel ex- 
perienced in assisting landow- 


ners in making these deci- 
sions We also have grad- 
uate foresters available for 


advice on technical problems 

There will probably be a 
cost-share program for as- 
Sisting with woodland improve- 
ment this fall, Landowners 
should start planning projects 
needed in the fall, because 
orders for trees must be placed 
in advance to be assured of 
adequate supplies. Woodland 
improvement should be a chal- 
lenge to all landowners. There 
has been come timber harvest- 
ed in Coffee County where the 
owner was paid more than one

thousand dollars peracre., Yes, 
these were good trees andthey 
were over thirty years old; but, 
most of these landowners had 
owned the land long enough 
to have grown mature trees 
Farmers would not be content 
with a half stand of peanuts 
or corn, Why be content with 
a half stand of trees? 


“DIRECT SEEDING” 

Mrs. Voncile Shealy had 
about 50 acres of woodlands 
improved in the Damascus Co- 
mmunity last week. The trees 
which could be sold on the 
market were removed, and the 
remainder was cut and left 
on the site A contractor 
from a Birmingham  com- 
pany flew over the area with 
a helicopter and planted the 
pine seeds on this site. The 
same contractor flew to Roe- 
ton and planted a similar 
tract of land on the Marion 
Sanders’ farm. Sanders pre 
pared his land by pushing over 
and windrowing the scattered 
trees left following a harvest- 
ing operation. To be success- 
ful with a direct seeding op- 
eration, site preparation work 
must leave the land in condi- 
tion to permit pine seeds to 
come in contact with mineral 
soil. Mr. Sanders told us the 
cost for this type planting was 
about $29.00 per acre

Gas Rates 


To Rise 6 To 7% 


Action by the Federal Power 
Commission (F PC) has forced 
the Southeast Alabama Gas Dis- 
trict to raise its rates by ten 
cents per thousand cubic feet. 

R. J. Smith, Gas District 
manager, explains the in- 
crease, which will be effective 
March 21st 

“This increase will amount 
to an average of six to seven 
per cent on all bills. It is 
designed to offset the increase 
in producers’ prices.” 

The Federal Power Com- 
mission has authorized an in- 
crease in producers’ well-head 
prices from 26 cents to 50 
cents per thousand cubic feet 
(MCF) in recent months, on 


natural gas from wells begun 
since 
said 


January 1973, Smith 


This increase has resulted 
in a price increase to the Gas 
District of slightly over 11 
cents per MCF. “It is es- 
sential for us,” Smith said, 
“to pass on 10 cents per MCF 
to all our customers, on met- 
ers read after March 20, 1975.” 


A comparison table issuea 
by the District, and published 
in full in current newspaper 
advertisements, indicates that 
the minimum bill (300 cubic 
feet per month or less) will 
not increase, remaining at 


$1.85. 
Other comparisons: 8,000 
cubie feet will go up from 


$17.86 to $18.63; 15,000 cubic 
feet, from $29.66 to $31.13; 
and 30,000 cubic feet, from $52. 
66 to $55.63.

Drug Abuse Is_ Rising 


WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 
By Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Department 


This is the 8th article in a 13 part series. 


Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
Security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could Surpass the epidemic of the early '70’s. 


This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 
done about it. 


METHAMPHETAMINE 


Methamphetamine is the most potent and therefore the most 
dangerous of all amphetamines. The effects of use are simi- 
lar to other drugs in this same category, but they are most 
always more intense. Street terminology includes “Speed,” 
“Meth,” “Bombida,” and “Crystal.” We can veiw with alarm 
the great rise in the number of users, mostly teenagers and 
young adults. F 

While most amphetamines are put up in capsule or tablet 


form, methamphetamine is made in solution also and is often 
injected Most users begin with small doses which are taken 
orally and gradually increase to 150-250 milligrams each day. 


When the desired “high” is found difficult to achieve they go to 
intravenou, use. The period of detectability is 24-36 hours. 
Toxic effects vary with the individual user. Indications of use 
are, among others, being unusually talkative, purposeless 


tivity such as taking something apart and trying to put it 
Hate Sorether, when it was working properly in the first place, 
and compulsive projects which do not make sense. It is not 
uncommon for users to stay awake for days at a time, without 
food intake, experiencing hallucinations and paranoia. After 


iods the abuser falls into a deep sleep and rerins 
asleep for unusually long periods 

Why is it necessary to cover the minute details of the 
drugs most abused in this series? Isn’t it enough to know that 
drug abuse causes unnecessary deaths, ruins lives and drains 
Our national economy? Agreed, these things should be enough to 
know, but human nature makesit very easy to forget the lessons 
fearned in recent years. And, there are hundreds of thousands 
of youngsters who were too young, in the early '70’s, to be in- 
volved in drug use It is the primary purpose of this series 
to reawaken every reader to the potential dangers that now face 
our young, so that another generation will not be sacrificed 
to the international drug merchants 

If you were one of the 9° out of 100 Americans who thought 
drug abuse had “gone away,” you may be a bit hesitant to accept 
the fact that it is again on the rise. But, all indicators point to 
this and it is obvious that, through knowledge taught us by experi- 
ence of the past, and using good judgment this time, profound 
effort can be srought about to stop drug abuse or at least keep 
it to a bare minimum
